Keith  Lockhart  became  the  twentieth 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  in 
1995,  adding  his  artistic  vision  to  the 
Pops  tradition  established  by  his 
predecessors  John  Williams  and  Arthur 
Fiedler.  During  his  15-year  tenure,  he 
has  conducted  the  Boston  Pops  in  more 
than  1,200  concerts  and  introduced  the 
innovative  JazzFest  and  EdgeFest  series, 
which  feature  the  Pops  performing  with 
some  of  today’s  most  prominent 
contemporary  artists. 


Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  NY,  Keith 
Lockhart  began  his  musical  studies  with 
piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He 
holds  degrees  from  Furman  University 
in  Greenville,  SC,  and  Carnegie  Mellon 
University  in  Pittsburgh,  and  has 
previously  served  as  associate  conductor 
ol  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony 
and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.

In  April  2006  Ferguson  debuted  his 
first  novel  entitled  Between  The  Bridge 
and  The  River , which  made  it  onto 
the  best  seller  list.

OVAL  AREA  Th  is  is  the  restricted  area  located  between 
concessions  and  the  Hatch  Shell.  Spectators  entering  the 
Oval  will  be  required  to  pass  through  one  of  the  three  bag 
check/screening  entrances.  During  the  screening  process, 
alcoholic  beverages,  glass  containers  and  sharp  objects  will 
not  be  allowed  and  will  be  confiscated.  Everyone  admitted 
into  the  Oval  will  receive  a wristband  that  must  be  worn  at 
all  times  during  the  event  to  ensure  access  in  and  out  of  the 
secured  area. 

When  the  Oval  area  is  full,  usually  by  2:00  PM  on  July 
4th,  NO  additional  wristbands  will  be  distributed.  If  you 
lose  your  wristband  you  will  only  be  admitted  if  there  are 
additional  wristbands  available.  Tarps  and  blankets  are 
restricted  to  an  8'  x 10’  size,  and  chairs  must  be  foldable 
or  beach  style.

ESPLANADE  LAGOON  BRIDGES  The  Esplanade  has 
five  footbridges  over  its  lagoon.  The  footbridge  closest  to  the 
Hatch  Shell  will  be  closed  all  day  on  July  3rd  and  July  4th.  On 
July  4th  the  Berkeley  and  Clarendon  Street  Bridges  will  close 
at  8:00  PM  or  sooner  if  necessary.  The  Exeter  and  Fairfield 
footbridges  will  remain  open  at  all  times  on  July  3rd  and  July  4th. 

FOOD  The  re  are  food  vendors  located  in  Boston  and 
Cambridge.  All  vendors  are  permitted  by  and  come  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Conservation  and  Recreation. 

RECYCLING  We  encourage  spectators  to  recycle. 
Recycling  bins  will  be  located  next  to  trash  receptacles 
scattered  throughout  the  Esplanade  on  July  3rd  and  4th. 

RESTROOMS  There  are  over  350  portable  restrooms 
located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  Handicap  accessible 
restrooms  are  at  all  restroom  locations. 

HANDICAP  SERVICES  A shuttle,  which  is  offered  on 
July  4th  only,  will  be  provided  from  the  designated  parking 
location  at  Mass  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  to  the  Hatch  Shell. 
To  enter  the  lot  a handicapped  placard  is  required.  The 
shuttle  will  run  from  10:00  AM  through  6:00  PM,  or  until 
the  area  is  full.  All  spectators  will  be  returned  to  the  lot  at 
the  end  of  the  concert.  The  handicapped  area  is  filled  on  a 
“first-come,  first-served”  basis.  Once  the  handicapped  area  is 
filled  no  additional  spectators  will  be  admitted.  Wheelchair 
accessible  restrooms  are  available. 

LOST  CHILDREN  Immediately  contact  a uniformed 
police  officer  or  military  personnel  for  assistance.  Lost 
children  should  be  brought  to  the  “Lost  Children  Tent” 
located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  Event  volunteers  and  the 
Massachusetts  State  Police  staff  each  tent. 

MEDICAL  Emergency  Medical  Services  personnel  are 
located  in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  As  a precautionary 
measure  against  extreme  heat,  Boston  EMS  will  operate  mist 
tents,  and  the  Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation 
will  operate  water  sprays  on  Storrow  Drive. 

PUBLIC  SAFETY  For  your  safety,  twenty  federal,  state  and 
city  agencies  are  on-site  and  in  the  event’s  Unified  Command 
Center.  These  agencies  maintain  a presence  throughout  the 
event  in  Boston,  Cambridge  and  on  the  Charles  River  via  boat. 


BOATING  Boats  will  not  be  allowed  in  any  of  the  lagoons 
and  will  not  be  able  to  anchor  within  100  feet  of  shore. 
There  will  be  a safety  zone  around  the  fireworks  barges, 
and  boats  may  not  anchor  or  transit  through  this  safety 
zone  from  July  2nd  through  July  5th.  A transit  channel 
will  be  set  up  along  the  Boston  and  Cambridge  sides  of  the 
river  until  9:00  PM  on  July  4th.  At  that  time,  no  boats  will 
be  allowed  to  transit  past  the  barges  until  1 1:30  PM.  After 
the  fireworks,  the  Craigie  Drawbridge  by  the  Museum  of 
Science  at  the  Charles  River  Dam  will  not  open  for  boat 
traffic  until  July  5th  at  1:00  AM.  Smaller  vessels  may  exit 
after  the  event;  those  over  12  feet  in  height  must  stay  west 
of  the  Longfellow  Bridge  until  the  Craigie  Drawbridge 
opens  at  1 :00  AM. 

WEATHER  The  Unified  Command  Center  monitors 
weather.  Should  severe  weather  arise,  there  is  no  rain  date  for 
the  concert.  If  the  fireworks  are  cancelled  they  will  be  fired 
off  from  the  barge  on  July  5th,  or  at  9:30  PM  the  next  night 
weather  permits.  The  weather  forecast  will  be  announced 
periodically  over  the  event’s  public  address  system. 

PUBLIC  TRANSPORTATION  For  MBTA  information, 
call  617-222-3200.  On  the  Boston  side,  the  two  closest 
T-stations  are:  Charles  Street  Circle  for  the  Red  line  and 
Arlington  Street  for  the  Green  line.  On  the  Cambridge  side, 
Kendall  and  Central  Square  stations  on  the  Red  line  are  the 
closest.  On  July  4th  after  10:30  PM,  all  MBTA  buses  and 
trains  will  be  free  to  the  public. 

SOUND  There  are  19  sound  towers  in  Boston  and  Cambridge. 
The  sound  system  is  operational  in  Boston  from  Noon  to 
1 1:00  PM  on  July  4th.  Public  service  announcements  and 
recorded  music  are  broadcast  throughout  the  day.  The  sound  in 
Cambridge  is  operational  from  6:00  PM  until  1 1:00  PM.

The  event  was  founded  in  1974  when  David  Mugar  suggested 
to  famed  Boston  Pops  Conductor  Arthur  Fiedler,  that  in  order 
to  revive  the  diminishing  Esplanade  concert  series  it  might  be 
a good  idea  to  play  Tchaikovsky’s  “1812  Overture”  with  a few 
added  extras.  For  the  next  Fourth  of  July,  howitzer  cannons, 
fireworks  and  church  bells  were  added  to  the  concert  so  that,  in 
Arthur  Fiedler’s  own  words,  “All  hell  could  break  loose.”  And, 
for  the  first  time,  a July  Fourth  fireworks  display  took  place  over 
the  Charles  River. 

Today,  in  its  37th  year,  the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular 
has  over  500,000  visitors  from  New  England  and  around  the 
globe.  Another  seven  million  tune  in  nationally  on  the  CBS 
Television  Network  to  view  the  event  live  during  a one-hour 
primetime  special.  While  the  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular 
is  the  cornerstone  of  the  organization,  Boston  4 Productions 
is  involved  in  many  other  well-known  Boston  events  including 
Boston’s  Family  Fireworks  on  New  Year’s  Eve  on  Boston  Common.

They  too  have  been  deaf  to 
the  voice  of  justice  and  of consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore,  acquiesce  in  the 
necessity,  which  denounces  our  separation,  and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  of 
mankind,  enemies  in  war,  in  peace  friends.  JUc,  thcVcfoVC,  the 

representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
General  Congress,  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  of 
the  world for  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions,  do,  in  the  name,  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these  colonies,  solemnly 
publish  and  declare,  that  these  united  colonies  are,  and  of 
right  ought  to  be  free  and  independent  states;  that  they  are 

absolved from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  Crown,  and  that  all  political  connection 
between  them  and  the  state  of  Great  Britain,  is  and  ought  to  be  totally  dissolved; 
and  that  as  free  and  independent  states,  they  have full  poiver  to  levy  war,  conclude 
peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things 
which  independent  states  may  of  right  do.  And for  the  support  of  this  declaration, 
with  a firm  reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence,  we  mutually  pledge  to 
each  other  our  lives,  our  fortunes  and  our  sacred  honor.
